Many a time I have reined in my horse 
by the roadside, and watched the emi- 
gration and immigration of the village 
population in the district on both sides 
of the Kara Lorn river, between llnst' 
clink and Shumlu. 
In the early days 


of the war, when the apathy of Abdul 
Keriin allowed the Russians to overrun 
unchecked tho whole country between 
Sistovn aid Turnovn, the Mussulman 
population of the villages in tho threat- 
ened district deserted the country and 
swarmed across the Jantra and Loin in 
multitudes, no less thun fifteen thous- 
and families at onu time were gathered 
hi tho neighborhood of Kski Djuinn.
